OFfERS NEW TITLE 


TO QUEEN VICTORIA 


Premier Lyne of New South Wales, 


Suggests She Become Empress 


of the British Empire. 


Sydney, S. N. W>, Oct. 29.—William 


John Lyne, premier and treasurer of 
New South Wales, during the opening 
of a German fete here Saturdey said: 


"The temper of the Australian peo- 


ple was never so affectionate toward 
the mother country as it is now..The 
war in South Africa has produced a 
patriotic bond which should last eter- 
nally. 
"It has been suggested locally that 


her majesty should assume the title 
of Queen of Australia. 
To me it 


seems 
a good proposal. Indeed, I 


think her majesty might well be ap- 
proached with a view to her assump- 
tion of' the title of Empress of the 
British Empire, thus embracing all the 
colonies and dependencies." 


When Victoria ascended the throne 


on June 20, 1837, she was proclaimed 
queen of great Britian and Ireland. 
To this was added by proclamation on 
Jtn. 1, 1877, during 'the Disraeli min- 
istry, the title of Empress of India. 
For this act, long known at the time 
as one coveted by the queen, Lord 
Disraeli became her favorite minis- 
ter, and no premier before or since 
ever enjoyed her confidence to the ex- 
tent that he. did.

-The trust is a bene- 
fit to all.concerned because it produces 
goods to better ., advantage than was 
possible-underr the'.old system,' and a 
large part'of the advantage goes to 
the labor employed, and to the pub- 
lic.

have been captured and are now under

There are three of them, the ' gang 


'f being led by James Hess, known to the 
} federal authorities and in police cir- 


cles generally as "Janesville Tommy," 
a notorious crook and- safe-blower, 
who has recently served, three terms 
in Waupun, with the prospecfe of as 
, many more staring him in the face 
-before he secures his liberty again. 


The gang came to grief in the rob- 


bery of the postoffice at Footville, 
a small town near Janesville, and were 
gathered in by the officers of the lat- 
ter city. 
Yesterday they were turn- 


ed over "to Postoffice Inspector Bird. 
The inspector returned to Milwaukee 
this morning well satisfied that in the 
trio he not only has the mfin who 
robbed the postoffice at Footville, but 
the postoffice at Fond du Lac as we1 
Officers of the Clinton bank have also 
identified the men who were hanging 
around the bank the night before the 
safe was blown open. 


In place of securing nothing for their 


trouble at Clinton, 'it develops, accord- 


• ing to the inspector's story, t.Lat the 
gang got away with sixty-five pounds 
of coppers and nickels, there being 
between $2uO and $300 in the pile. It 
develops that the gang were scared 
away before they were through with 
their work for they failed to take no- 
tice of $2,000 worth of postage stamps 
in the vault of the :bank while they 
made no attempt to. break into the 
vault safe which contained a large' 
sum of money. 


From Clinton the robbers went di- 


rect to Fond du Lac., 
There is no 


doubt, the inspectors say, that the 
three are the ones who-.blew open the 
vault at the Fond du Lac 'office, the 
same method being used as- in forcing 
the vault door as in Clinton.

Fond du Lac also something came-.up 
to scare the trio away bef6re they 
were done tvith their work, for they 
had barely begun to rifle a bi? pile of 
registered letters, getting, away only 
•with the cash and the stamps'of-the 
stamp clerk, that had not been locked 
up in the steel vati.lt chest.

in cash, taking the amount from a reg- 
istered letter. ' It has been recover- 
ed.

Janesville had another destructive- 


fire Saturday evening when the., ware 
house occupied by J. P. Spoon & Co.. 
17 G North River street was destroyed. 
Shortly after eight o'clock fire was 
seen emerging from the warehouse 
and an alarm was turned in from Box 


14.

The fire had apparently started in 


the warehouse fronting on River street 
and when the fire department arrived 
the building was a mass of flames. 
The fire ran from the warehouse intc 
the elevator and came out of the cu- 
pola, but was quickly put out. 


The warehouse was almost totally 


destroyed but the damage to the ele- 
vator was chiefly to the cupola and 
roof. 
The elevator contained 1,500 


bushels of oats, a 'carload of barley. 
and a car of Corn, while in the ware- 
house there was five tons of baled hay. 
One hundred barrels of flour, a car- 
load of bailed shavings and straw 
were also in the warehouse. 
The con- 


tents of tbe elevator, while escaping 
the fire, were considerably damaged 
by water, there being about five feet 
of water in the elevator at the time 
that "fire-out" was sounded. 


The origin of the.fire is a mystery 


as there was. no fire.in the Ivailding 
near where it was supposed to have 
started. 
Frank A. Spoon, one of the 


proprietors, says that it started in the 
opposite side of the room 'form the 
gasoline engine and there had been 
no fire in that since five o'clock. 
He 


said that there have been quite a few 
tramps who have made it a habit to 
sleep in the building and he thinks 
one of them started the fire.

The following instructions are given for the Information and guidance of voters. A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must have in- 


dorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, ana no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk 
may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not adviae or indicate in'any manner whom to .vote for. The voter if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should 
make a cross mark X under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the-square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked, and having no other mark, will become [be counted] for all the candidates 'of that 
party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the candidates of the party have been erased or a cross mark be .placed in the sqjare under the name or at any place in the space occupied by the naine or names of 
candidates in another column, and will be counted for all the names written in lieu of one erased. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political' parties, he should make a cross mark under 
the name of each candidate he desires to vote for, or at any place within the space in which the name is printed. If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the name 
in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office. The ballot should riot be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its 
stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial*, .ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can toe taken into the booth 


and may be used to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked, it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that' thp 


printed endorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his 


ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 
XA voter,who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have'assist- 


ance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by the voter; and if he declares that he Is totally blind, he may be "assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the' county 
The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.
